But for 
as much as they cannot beleeue except they 
heare, nor cannot heare,bur by preaching; and 
none can preach except they bee ſent : therefore 
O Lordraiſe vp faithtull diſtriburers of thy My- 
Keries, who ſetting aparr all worldly reſpects, 
may both in their life and Doctrine onely ſecke 
thy glory. Contrarily confound Satan and An- 
tichriſt, with all hirelings, whom thou haſt al- 
ready caſt off into a reprobate ſenſe: that they 
may not by SeCtes, Schiſmes, Herefies and Er- 
rours diſquiert thy little locke. And becauſe O 
Lord we be fallen into the latter dayes and dan- 
gerous times, wherein ignorance Kok gotten 
the vpper hand,and Satan by his Miniſters ſeeks 
by all meanes to quenchthe light of thy Goſpel; 
wee beſecchthee to maintaine thy cauſc againſt 
theſe rauening Wolues ; and ſtrengthen all thy 
ſeruants, whom they keep in priſon & bondage. 
Letnot thy long ſuffering be an occaſion either 
to increaſe their tyrannie, or to diſcourage thy 
children : neither yet let our fins and wickednes 
bean hindrance to thy mercies, but with ſpeede 
O Lord conſider theſe great miſeries. For thy 
people Iſrael many times by their ſinsprouoked 
thine anger, and thou puniſhedft them by thy 
iuſt iudgement;yet though their ſfinnes were ne» 
uer ſo grieuous,ifthey once returned from their 
iniquitie, thou receiuedſt rhem to mercy.

our owne deſeruings; for our conſciences do ac=

and wickedneſſe, whereby we continually pro- 
uoke thy wrath and indignation againſt vs: nei- 
ther ournegligence and vnkindnes, which haue 
neither worthily eſtecmed,nor in our liues ſuffi 
ciently expreſſed the ſweet comfort of thy Got- 
pell reucaled ynto vs : but rather to accept the 
obcdience and death of thy Sonne Teſus Chriſt, 
who by offering vp his body in ſacrifice once for 
all, hath made a tufhicient recompence for all 
our fins. Haue mercy therefore ypon vs O Lord, 
and forgiue ys our offences. Teach vs by thy ho- 
ly ſpirit,that we may rightly weigh them, and 
earneſtly repenc for the ſame.

The 
Tempter came transformed into an Angell of 
light ; andto the intent hee ſhould not deceive 
me, thou didſt rebuke him : and to the intent] 
ſhould know him, thou didſ inlighten mee. For 
hee is the great red Dragon, the old Serpent, 
called the Diuell and Satan, which hath ſeuen 
heads and ten hornes, whom thou haſt created 
totake his pleaſureinthis huge and broad ſea, 
wherein there creepe liuing wightes innttmera- 
ble, and Beafis great and ſmall, that is to ſay,di- 
uers forrs of Fiends, which praCtiſe nothing elſe 
day or night, but to goe about ſccking whom 
hee may deuoure, except thou reſcue him,O 
Lord Teſus, For it is that old Dragon, which 
draweth downe thethird partof the 'Starres of 
Heauen with his taile, and caſteth them to the 
ground; which with his yenom poyſoneth the 
Waters of the earth,that asmany men as drinke 
of them may dye; which trampleth vpon Gold, 
as if jt weremire, and is of opinion thac Iorden 
ſhall runne into his mouth, and which is made 
of ſuch a mould, that hee feareth no man.

The confeſſion of a Chriftian faith. 
I Belecue and confeſſe my Lord Godeternall, 


infinite, vnmeaſurable, incomprehenſible and 
inuifible, one in ſubſtance, and three in peries, 
Father,Sonne and holy Ghoſt, who by his Al- 
mighty power and wiſdome, hath notonely of 
- nothing created heauen and earth, and all things 
therein contained, & man after his owne image, 
that heenughtin him bee glorified, bur alſo by 
his fatherly prouidence gouerneth, maintaineth, 
and preſerueth the ſame, according to the pur- 
poſe of his will. 

I beleeue alſo & confeſſe Teſus Chriſt the on- 
ly Sauiour and Meſſias, who being equall with 
Gdneds himlſclfe of no reputation, but tooke 
on him the ſhape of a ſeruant, and became man 
in all things, like voto vs, except ſinne, to aſſure 
ysof mercy and forgiuenefle. For when through 
our frher Adams tranſgreſſion, we were become 
Children of perdition, there was no meanes to 
bring vs from the yoke of ſinneand damnation, 
bur onely Ieſus Chriſt our Lord, who giuing vs 
that by grace, which was his by Nature, made 
vs through faith the children of God, who when 
the fulneile of rime was come,was conceiued by 
che power of the holy Ghoſt, borne of the Vir- 
gin Mari:(according to the fleſh)andpreached 
in earth the Goſpel of {aluation,till at length by 
Tyranny of the Prieſtes, hee was ouilleſſs CON- 
demned vnder Pontizes Til-te, then Preſident of 
Jurie, and moſt flanderouſly hanged on the 
Croſſe betweene two Theeues as a notorious 
treſpaſſer, where taking vpon him the puniſh- 
ment of our ſinnes, he deliuered vs fromthe curie 
of the Law. 

And fcr as mich as he being only God could 
| Not feele death, neither being onely man could 
 ouercome death,hee ioyned borh rogeiher, and 

ſuffered his humanity to be tes with moſt 
cruell death, feeling in himſelfe the anger and 
ſeuere Iudgement of God, cuen as it had been 
in extreme rorments of hell, and therefore cri- 
ed with aloud yoyce : My God, Hy God,why 
ha#t thou for ak; nmee? Thus of his mercy with- 
out compulſion, hee offered vp himſelfe as the 
onely ſacrifice, to purge the ſinnes of all the 
World, ſo that all other ſacrifices for finne are 
blaſphemous and derogate from the ſufficiencie 
thereof. 

Which death, albeit it did ſufficiently recon- 
ile vs to God, yet the Scriptures commonly doe 
attribute our regeneration to his reſurreRion. 
For as by riſing againe fiom the grave the third 
day,he conquered death, euen fo the victorie of 
our faith ſtanderh in his reſurre&ion, and there- 
fore withour that one, we cannot tedle the bene- 


fits of the other, For as by his death ſinne was 


re 


takenaway, ſoour rightcouſnefle was reſtored 

by his reſurreftion. And becauſe he would ac. 

compliſh all things, and take poſſeſſion for vsin 

his kingdome, hee aſcended into heauen to en. 

large the ſame kingdome by the abundant pow. 
er of his Spirit, by whom we are moſt aſſured of 
his continuall interceſſion towards God the Fa. 
ther for vs. And although hee be in heauen as 
touching his corporall preſence, where the Fa- 
ther bak now ſet him at his right hand,commit. 
ting vnto him the adminiſtration of all thin $, 
as well in heauen aboue,as intheearth beneath, 
yet is he preſcnt with vs his members, cucn to 
the end of the world, in preſeruing and gouern= 
ing vs with his effctuall power and grace, who 
when all things are fulfilled which God hath 
ſpoken by the mouth of all his Prophets fince 
x world began, will come inthe | Ag viſible 
forme in the which he aſceded,with an vnſpeak- 
able maieſtic, power, and company to ſepe- 
rate the Lambs from the Goartes, the ele&t from 
the reprobate. So that none, whether he be aliue 
then,or dead before, ſhall eſcape his judgement. 

Moreouer, I belecue and contefſe the holy 
Ghoſt,God equall with the Father and the Son, 
whoregencrateth and ſanRifierh vs, ruleth and 
guideth vs ynto all truth, perſwading moſt afſu- 
redly in our conſciences, that wee bee the chil- 
dren of God, Brethren to Ieſus Chriſt, andfel- 
low heires with him of life eueclaſting : yet not- 
withſtanding it is not ſufficient to belecue, rhar 
God is omnipotent and mercifull, that Chriſt 
hath made ſatisfaction, or that the holy Ghoſt 
hath his power and effeR,except we doe app'y 
the ſame benefits to vs which are Gods elect. I 
belecue therefore and confeſſe one holy Church, 
which as members of Teſus Chriſt, the onely 
headthereof, conſent in faith, hope andcharitie, 
vling the gifts of God, whether they be tempo- 
rall or ſpiriruall ro the profit and furtherance of 
the ſame, which Church is not ſeeneto Mans 
eye, but onely knowne to God, who ofthe loft 
ſonnes of Adam, hath ordained ſome as veſſels 
of wrath to damnation, and hath choſen others 
as veſlcls of his mercy to be ſaued. The which 
in duetime hee calleth to integritic of life, and 
Godly conuerſation, to make them a glorious 
Church in himſelfe. But that Church which is 
vifible and ſcene tothe eye, hath three tokens 
andmarks, whereby it may be knowne, 

Firſt,the word of God contained in the old 
and new Teſtament, which as it is aboue the au- 
thority of the ſame Church, and onely ſufficient 
to inftruCt vs of all things concerning ſaluation, 
ſoisirleft for all degrees of men, to reade and 
ynderftand. For without this word, neither 
Church, Counſell, or Decree, can eſtabliſh any 
point touching ſaluation, 

The ſecond is theholy Sacraments, towit, of 
Bapriſme, and the Lords Supper, which Sacra- 
ments Chriſt harh left ynto vs as holy ſignes and 
ſeales of his promiſes. For as by Baptilme once 
receiued, is ſignified that we (as well Infants, as 
others of age and diſcretion) being _— 
rom 
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Prayers. 


£ 6m God by originall finne, are receiued into 
his family and congregation,with full aſſurance, 
that although this roote of ſinne lye hid in vs, 
yerto the eleCtit ſhallnor bee imputed : ſo the 
ſupper declareth, that God as a moſt prouidenr 
father, doth not onely feedour bodies, but alſo 
ſpiritually nouriſherh our ſoules with the graces 
and bencfirs of Teſus Chriſt (which the Scripture 
calleth eating of his fleſh, and drinking of his 
blood);neither muſt we in the adminiſtration of 
theſe Sacraments follow mans fantaſie; bur as 
Chriſt himſelfe hath ordained; ſo muſt they bee 
miniſtred, and by ſuch as by ordinary vocation 
are-thereunto called. Therefore whoſoeuer re- 
ſeructh and worſhippeth theſe Sactaments, or 
contrariwiſe contemnneth them in time and place, 
procureth himſeite damnation, 
The third marke of this Church is Eccleſta- | 
Ricall diſcipline, which ſtandeth in admonition 
and correction of faults. The finall end whereof 
is excommunicatis by the conſent of the church 
determined, if the offender be obſtinate. And 
beſides this Eccleſiaſticall diſcipline, Iacknow- 
ledge to belong to this Church a politicke Ma- 

iftrate, who miniſtreth to euery man iuſtice,de- 
Fading the good, and puniſhing the euill. To 
whom wee muſt render honour and obedience 
mall things,which are not contrary tothe word 
of God. And as Moſes, Exechias, Jofras,and other 
good rulers purged the Church of God from 
Superſtition and Idolatrie, ſo the: defence of

times deferreth in this life, yer after the generall 
reſurre&ion,when our ſoules and bodies ſhal riſe 
againe to immorralitie, they ſhall be damned to 
ynquenchable fier:and then we which haue for- 
faken all mans wiſedome to cleaue ynto Chriſt, 
ſhall heare the joyfull voyce ; (ome yee bleſſed of 
my Father nherite the Kmgdome Prepared for you 
from the beginning of the world: and ſo ſhall goe 
triuwphing with him in body and ſoule to re. 
maine cuerlaſtingly in glory;whete wee ſhall ſee 
God face to face,and ſhall no more neede to in- 
ſtruc one another, we ſhall all know him. from 
the higheſt to the loweſt, To whom with the 
Sonne,and the holy Ghoſt, be all praiſe, honor 
and glory,now and cuer.So be it, eZ 
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
